Lord Dawson, of Penn, physician- 
in-ordinary to his majesty, also was 
at the palace and a third physician 
was summoned. 

After a consultation, Hewett and 
his colleagues left the palace at 
12:55 a.m. 


London, November 22.—(United 
News.)—England’s attention was cen- 
tered on Buckingham palace again te- 
night as regular official bulletins an- 
nounced the condition of King George 
V, who is confined to bed by a cold 
and some fever. 

Although spokesmen were quick to 
assure the public that the king’s con- 


dition was not causing the slightest 
anxiety in the royal household, a bulle- 
tin issued tonight said: 

“His majesty passed a rather rest- 


less day owing to the persistence of 


fever. There is some congestion of 
one lung. 

“Signed, Stanley Hewitt, 

“Dawson of Penn.” 

The king, who is 63 years old and 
leads an active life, always has been 
susceptible to colds. ‘Throat trouble 
has been the cause of several illnesses 
in his family and the Prince of Wales 


}has combatted a tendency to contract 


colds by leading a vigorous outdoor 


life. Both King George and his 
father, King Edward, grew beards to 
protect their throats. 

The present illness is the first his 
majesty has suffered since an attack 
of influenza about three years ago. 
At that time he was confined to bed 
for some weeks and took a long Medi- 
terranean cruise to recover. 

An unusually*large crowd assem- 
bled around Buckingham palace dur- 
ing the day, watching the changing of 
the guard at 11 a.m. and waiting for 
bulletins reporting the king’s condi- 
tion. ‘The crowd remained large even 
when a cold wind came up and rain 
started falling. Extra police were 
called to aid the usual guard at the 
palace.

HEROIC ACTION 
OF- FIREMAN SAVES 
FRIEND’S EYESIGHT 


The prompt and heroic action of J. 
N. Dilleshaw, first aid expert with the 
fire department, probably saved the 
eyesight of C. W. Poole, a fellow fire- 
man, eatly Thursday night when 
Poole’s face was splashed with sul- 
phurie acid from a container which 
broke as several firemen were carry- 
ing it. 

Although a finger on his right hand 
was nearly severed by a piece of 
broken glass and the powerful acid 
was soaking through his clothes Dille- 
shaw, after the accident, seized a pail 
of water and dashed it in Poole’s face 
before the liquid had seared his eyes. 

The accident occurred when Poole, 
R. C. Strickland, J. R. Clark, Jr., and 
A. B. Valentine, all firemen at No. 6 
station house, were carrying a ten- 
gallon glass container filled with the 
acid from a truck in front of the sta- 
tion back to the rear. Suddenly the 
entire bottom of the big bottle dropped 
out and Poole, overbalanced by the 
weight, slipped and fell into the liquid, 
drenching his face, hands and chest. 

Both Poole and Dilleshaw were re- 
moved to Grady hospital, where doc- 
tors found that while the former’s face 
and hands were badly burned his eye- 
sight was not seriously impaired. 
Dilleshaw was badly burned about 
the back and hips and examination 
showed his finger to be nearly sever- 
ed from his hand.

school, the New York public library 
and others. 

A residuary trust fund of nearly 
$26,000,000 was set aside for giving 
aid to charitable, educational, scien 
tific and literary organizations, at the 
diseretion of the trustees. 


Widow Gets Large Sum. 


Mr. Whitney’s widow. Mrs. Helen 
Hay Whitney, a daughter of John 
Hay. a former secretary of state, got 
the largest single share of the estate, 
a life income i.om $54,202,694. She 
also received valuable real estate in 
New York city and Nassau county, 
furniture, jewelry and race horses 
worth in all nearly thre~ and a quar- 
ter millions, 

To the New York hospital, which is 
cooperating with the Cornell medical 
school in plans for a huge medical 
center here, Mr. Whitney left $18,- 
632,176. This was divided into a 
permanent endowment of $12,421,- 
451 and a special endowment for “‘the 
development and maintenance of neu- 
rological and psychiatric work in New 
York city.” 

Other Bequests. 

The medical college itself was left 
$2,823,057. 

To the president and fellows of 
Yale university Mr. Whitney  be- 
queathed $2,823,057, a sum overshad- 
owed by donations the millionaire had 
made to the university during his life- 
time for various purposes. 

The bequest to the New York pub- 
lic library was $6,210,725. Mr. Whit-

Atlanta is facing a serious situation 
in regard to the expenditure of bond 
money on negro schools in the city, 
declared James Morton, executive sec 
retary of the Committee on Church 
Cooperation, in an address before the 
“City club Thursday afternoon at the 
Ansley hotel. He spoke on “The Need 
of Recreational and Educational Fa- 
cilities for Negro Children.” 

Mr. Morton gave a brief history of 
the negro race in the south and of 
the work of the Christian conneil. 

“When we began our work,” he 
stated, “there were no negro high 
schools in the cit¥ and we found peo-

a7 resenting the fact that northern 
capital was being used to educate the 
hegroes here. Some time later we did 
succeed in obtaining the Ashby Street 
school and the Washington Street 
school. We felt that the negro was 
entitled to something and that it was 
the duty of the city to give it to 
them.” 

Referring to the bond issue of 1926, 
Mr. Morton stated that they obtained 
the promise of a number of high offi- 
cials in the city that the negroes 
would get a fair share of the money to 
increase educational facilities. . 

“Next came the question of how 
much of the $3,139,294 available for 
schools should be devoted to the ne- 
groes,”” Mr. Morton went on, “and it 
was our opinion that they should get 
32 per cent. 

“The figure advocated by Mr. Sut- 
ton was about $600,000. This was 
eut to a little over $219,000, or less 
than 7 per cent of the total.” 

Mr. Morton presented figures show- 
ing there were approximately 22,000 
white children and about 12,000 ne- 
groes in the graded schools

It is no business of mine, as a 
health monitor, whether you have had 
a bath this month or not. But it is 
my duty to warn you that there is 
real danger in eating without first 
washing your hands with soap and 
water. Your hands are constantly 
contaminated ‘+ .contact with other 
persons or contaminated surfaces. How 
do you know what disease germs you 
May not unconsciously convey to your 
mouth with a bit of food, if you eat 
with unclean hands? I commend 
soap and water, not because it re- 
moves visible dirt which is probably 
harmless, but because it is the best 
and ~gmost economical antiseptic for 
the purpose and will dispose of any 
disease germs that are likely to be

trustee for this project.. Bonds were 
sold aggregating $1,199,000 and $501,- 
531.67 of this was expended in par 
tial erection of the hotel. Work was 
abandoned in January, 1927, when the 
building was about half completed, 
because the contractors failed to re 
ceive their pay from the Adair com- 
pany for work already done. The

Nevins, Wanted for Killing 
Fellow Prisoner, Is Turned 
Over to Detective. 


Requisition papers calling for the 
return of James Nevins from Atlanta 
to Cleveland, Ohio, issued by the 
governor of Ohio were honored Thurs- 
day by Governor L. G. Hardman but 
Nevins was not transferred from the 
federal prison, where he is held, be- 
cause “the regular procedure’ in such 
cases had not been followed. 

Warden John Snook, of the federal 
penitentiary, said Nevins could not 
be released until a writ had been 
signed in the Ohio state court where 
he is sought for trial, asking for his 
release, und until the United States 
attorney general had authorized Ne- 
vins’ release. 

Nevins is charged with killing a 
fellow prisoner in a Cleveland jail 
while the former was awaiting trans- 
fer to federal prison here. An indict- 
ment charged him with killing, with 
an iron pipe, Don C. Prentiss, of 
Detroit. 

Detectives Sergeant Frank Perrell, 
of Cleveland, appeared at the gover- 
nor’s office today to present the requi- 
sition for Nevins’ release. 

Nevins was received at the federal 
penitentiary November 15 under sen- 
tence of four years from the Cleve- 
land federal court on a charge of 
mailing non-mailable matter. 

Warden Snook said Perrell came to 
the prison later in the day to obtain 
custody of Nevins, but that the detec- 
tive lacked proper papers for the 
prisoner’s release.

SON'S SLAYER FREED. 


AS PROSECUTOR CRIES 


Chicago, November 22.—(/)—A 
wet-eyed jury in five minutes today 
acquitted of murder a father who 
confessed killing his son after a 
“hanging prosecutor” burst into tears 
and refused to continue the prosecu- 
tion. 

The judge, the state prosecutor, the 
defendant, his daughter, who was 
forced to testify against him, and vir- 
tually the entire courtroom, including 
the jury, were in tears as the trial, 
less than three hours old, came to an 
ending as dramatic as any ever wit- 
nessed in the: grim old criminal courts 
building, scene of hundreds of murder 
trials. 

Arthur F. Falk, the defendant, a 
former park commissioner, slumped to 
the floor in a faint as the jurors, still 
weeping, brought in a verdict five min- 
utes after receiving the case, while 
the court, state and defense attorneys 
and even spectators endeavored to con- 
trol their tears after an emotional cli- 
max such as is seldom witnessed in a 
courtroom. 

Falk, in a drunken rage, shot and 
killed his 22-year-old son, Eldred, three 
months ago today when the youth 
upbraided him for coming home in- 
toxicated. Offering his father a shot- 
gun that Falk had given the boy last 
Christmas, Eldred told his father to 
fire, adding that he would rather be 
dead than be the son of a drunkard. 

Falk, his brain befuddled by drink, 
pulled the trigger and his son fell dead 
at his feet. The father, sobered by the 
shooting, attempted to reload the gun 
and kill himself but had never fired 
a gun before and did not know how. 
Instead be- called the police and made 
a full confession. His wife and a 19- 
year-old daughter, Vernus, at first 
turned against him but a few days 
ago declared they intended to stand by 
the husband and father even though 
he had killed their own son and 
brother. 

Such was the case that opened te 
day in the court of Judge Denis Nor- 
moyle when Falk, his face contorted 
with remorse, went on trial for his 
life. At his elbow lay the. gun with 
which his son’s life was snuffed out, 
behind him in deep mourning sat his 
mother, his wife and his daughter.

the federation is chairman, Miss Mc- 
Nally said membership at the end of 
the last fisca] year was 2,593,913, an 
increase of 81,387 over the previous 
year, the increase, she added, was 
made despite 500,000 uncounted be- 
cause they were ‘unemployed or in- 
volved in strikes and had not paid 
their dues.

New York, November 22.—(#) 
“bull” campaign was renewed in spec- 
tacular fashion on the stock market 
today. Most of the ground lost in 
yesterday’s setback was recovered ani 
some thirty issues broke into new 
high territory, many extreme gains 
ranging from 5 to 51 points. 

Total sales ” piled up to 5,837,600 
shares, which would have been a new 
record a fortnight ago, but which 
was a marked falling off from the 
enormous volume of recent days. The 
pace was held in check somewhat by 
apprehension over the total of fed- 
eral reserve brokerage loans, to be an- 
nounced after the close, and the an- 
nouncement gave Wall street some- 
thing to think about, with a gain of 
$176,315,000, carrying the total to the 
record figure of $5,157,132,000. 

With a new ticker arrangement. by 
which the machine was able to keep 
abreast of the market as well as it 
did during the 4,000,000-share days, a 
number of traders who had kept out 
of the market during the confusion 
of ticker delays of one tv two hours, 
were again buying. Omitting the vol- 
ume of individual sales enabled the 
ticker to keep up with a few min- 
utes of trading during most of the 
session, but a deluge of trading in 
the last hour kept it busy until 3:30 
o'clock 

Average Sets Record. 

Considerable irregularity cropped 
out during the early trading, but un- 
der the spectacular leadership of the 
high priced issues, all groups joined 
in the upturn during the afternoun, 
even the motors, which have been 
neglected in the recent riotous ses- 
sions. The Associated Press average 
price of twenty industrials jumped 403 
points to a record level at 252.72, 
more than wiping out yesterday’s loss 
of 3.98 points. The average of 20) 
rails, however, made up but 1.57

of 2.13 points. 

The federal reserve brokers’ loan 
compilation disclosed that the New 
York banks had reversed their policy 
of decreasing their security collateral!

For a number of weeks the 
New York banks had been curtailing 
their loans and paying off indebted- 
ness to the accompaniment of warn 
ings from banking eircles that the loan 
total was reaching the danger mark. 

The call money rate held at 6 1-2 
per cent throughout the day, and un- 
til the brokerage loan total appeared 
as a fly in the ointment, the credit
